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WOUB  Covers  the  Coal  Strike 


Ohio  University's  location  in  the 
heart  of  the  coal  fields  gave  the 
WOUB  news  staff  a  decided  advan- 
tage in  covering  the  biggest  story  of 
the  year. 

With  its  paid  staff  of  two  —  News 
Director  Bruce  Cuthbertson  '73  and 
Assistant  Director  Gloria  Paul  '70  — 
plus  40  student  volunteers,  WOUB 
public  radio  and  television  stations 
covered  the  coal  strike  in  depth  not 
only  for  the  local  audience  but  for 
the  nation  as  well. 

Actually  coverage  was  internation- 
al since  there  were  even  spots  done 
for  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Com- 
pany by  the  student  staff. 

The  major  customers  for  taped 
interviews  done  by  the  WOUB  news 
staff  were  the  Ohio  bureau  of  the 
.\ssociated  Press,  a  state  audio  service 
called  Buckeye  Sound,  and  National 
Public  Radio  —  especially  for  its 
"All  Things  Considered"  program. 

WOUB's  radio  affiliate,  ABC,  also 
took  taped  interviews  on  the  strike 
for  national  airing  on  the  network. 

The  highlight  of  the  coverage  oc- 
curred Feb.  15  when  an  area  United 
Mine  Workers  official  appeared  on 
the  prestigious  MacNeil/Lehrer  Re- 
port public  television  program.  Gene 
Oiler,  president  of  UMW  Local  1886, 
came  to  the  WOUB  studios  and  was 
interviewed  through  an  interconnec- 
tion that  linked  WOUB  to  the  show's 
interviewers  in  New  York  and  Wash- 
ington. 

According  to  Ms.  Paul,  who  set  up 
the  Oiler  segment,  "the  positive  feed- 
back from  the  show  has  been  extra- 
ordinary." The  network  news  show's 
producer  and  a  reporter  came  to 
Athens  to  research  the  possibility  of 
a  follow-up  program  from  Athens. 
Although  scheduling  arrangements 
for  that  did  not  work  out,  the  Mac- 
Neil/Lehrer people  indicated  a  de- 
sire to  do  a  sequel  once  the  coal 
strike  was  settled. 

While  on  campus,  the  program 
representatives  sat  in  on  the  live  pro- 
duction of  "Newswatch,"  WOUB- 
TV's     week-night     news     program

and  Glona  Paul  '70  in   the  newsroom. 


which  is  primarily  a  student  opera- 
tion. "They  were  extremely  impres- 
sed with  our  student  training  program 
and  said  they  wished  they'd  had  a 
chance  to  do  that  when  they  were  in 
school,"    Ms.    Paul    said. 

Cuthbertson  said  the  fact  that  stu- 
dents are  not  paid  professionals  does 
not  detract  from  their  ability  to  do 
the  job.  He  added  that  Curt  Steiner, 
who  did  a  number  of  the  interviews 
requested  by  outside  media  including 
the  one  for  Canada,  "is  as  good  a 
reporter  as  any  in   Southeast  Ohio." 

Steiner  normally  spends  around 
35  to  40  hours  a  week  at  the  station 
along  with  carrying  a  normal  aca- 
demic load.  Upon  graduation  in  June, 
he  hopes  to  do  TV  news  reporting 
for  a  commercial  station. 

Cuthbertson  said  his  student  staff 
"was  a  lot  more  enthusiastic  about 
covering  the  coal  strike"  (as  opposed 
to  a  local  news  story)  because  it  had 
national  interest.  They  not  only 
talked  to  miners  but  also  interviewed 


citizens  in  the  region  who  were  af- 
fected by  the  cutbacks  in  electrical 
pov\er. 

One  important  group  that  was 
served  by  WOUB's  extensive  cover- 
age was  the  miners  themselves. 

"With  our  50,000  watt  coverage 
we  were  giving  a  lot  of  miners  in- 
formation as  well  as  the  people  who 
depend  on  the  coal  industry,"  Cuth- 
bertson said.  "We  were  the  ones 
who  told  the  miners  when  a  tentative 
agreement  was  reached.  They  told  us 
they  wouldn't  have  known  half  of 
what  was  going  on  without  our  radio 
coverage." 

Because  they  had  confidence  in 
^VOUB  reporters,  the  miners  also 
came  to  them  with  news,  which  made 
covering  the  story  easier. 

"The  whole  thing  emphasized  what 
we're  supposed  to  be  here  for,"  Cuth- 
bertson added.  "We're  serving  the 
public  interest  and  at  the  same  time 
giving  students  experience  they  could 
find  nowhere  else."

10  Ways  to  Practice 

Painless  Philanthropy 


With  the  arrival 
of  Dave  Pudding- 
ton  in  the  Develop- 
ment Office  as 
Director  of  Plan- 
ned Giving,  Ohio 
University  alumni 
and  friends  are 
being  made  aware 
of  many  ways  of 
practicing  "Painless  Philanthropy." 

Below,  Dave  discusses  10  ways 
alumni  and  friends  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity can  participate  in  the  process: 

It  is  recognized  that  the  prime 
motive  in  making  a  significant  gift 
to  Ohio  University  is  to  further  its 
work  and  goals,  not  to  reduce  your 
taxes.  But  once  you  have  decided  to 
be  a  contributor,  you  will  want  to 
plan  your  gift  to  obtain  maximum 
personal   benefits. 

People  who  make  sizeable  dona- 
tions to  charitable  institutions  are 
generously  rewarded  by  our  tax  laws. 
The  rewards  are  in  the  form  of  spe- 
cial tax  deductions,  exclusions,  and 
exemptions  which,  of  course,  lower 
the  income,  inheritance  and  probate 
taxes  that  otherwise  would  have  to  be 
paid  by  people  on  their  estates. 

1.  A  Gift  by  Will  (The  Basic 
Tool).  The  federal  government  en- 
courages these  kinds  of  gifts  by  al- 
lowing an  unlimited  estate  tax  de- 
duction for  gifts  to  qualified 
charitable  organizations.  The  Ohio 
University  Fund,  Inc.  is  one  of  these 
recognized  by  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service. 

For  those  who  have  provided  for 
or  who  have  no  surviving  family 
members,  an  outright  bequest  by  will 
is  often  the  best  way  to  make  a  gift 
to  the  OU  Fund.  Sometimes  a  gift 
by  will  is  contingent,  so  that  the  in- 
stitution receives  the  gift  if  primary 
beneficiaries  do  not  survive. 

2.  Cash  or  Securities.  An  outright 
gift  of  cash,  stocks  and  bonds  or  a 
combination  of  these  are  ideal  gifts. 
In  the  case  of  securities,  the  donor 
gives   the   OU    Fund    a   stock   power 


(like  a  power  of  attorney)  for  trans- 
fei  of  the  documents  to  the  institu- 
tion. 

3.  Retaining  a  Life  Interest  in 
Property.  This  plan  enables  you  to 
donate  your  personal  residence,  farm 
or  another  kind  of  real  estate  to  the 
University  (OU  Fund)  with  you  or 
you  and  a  survivor  keeping  life  use. 
Immediate  income  tax  benefits  result. 

A  donor  may  also  give  many  gifts- 
in-kirtd  and  claim  an  income  tax  con- 
tribution deduction  for  the  fair  mar- 
ket value  of  the  property.  (Gifts  of 
"ordinary  income  property"  such  as 
inventory,  stock  acquired  in  a  non- 
taxable transaction,  or  items  given  by 
the  person  who  prepared  them,  quali- 
fy for  a  contribution  deduction  limited 
to  the  cost  basis  of  the  property  do- 
nated) . 

Valuable  personal  collections  (i.e. 
libraiy,  art  treasures,  antiques,  etc.) 
also  fall  in  this  category. 

4.  The  Life  Income  Contract 
(Pooled  Life  Income).  In  exchange 
for  an  outright  gift  of  money  or  se- 
curities to  the  Ohio  Uni\ersity  Fund, 
Inc.,  the  fund  signs  a  legal  contract 
to  pay  you  an  annual  income  for  the 
rest  of  your  life  based  on  annual 
pooled  income  fund  earnings.  This  is 
an  increasingly  popular  way  to  make 
a  meaningful  charitable  gift  to  the 
institution. 

5.  Bank  Account.  Open  a  bank  ac- 
count in  trust  for  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity Fund,  Inc.  You  have  the  right 
to  close  the  account,  use  the  funds 
and  add  to  the  account.  Any  amount 
in  the  account  at  death  automatically 
goes  to  the  Fund  without  red  tape  or 
probate  expense. 

6.  A  Contingent  Life  Insurance 
Designation.  The  Fund  receives  the 
proceeds  of  your  life  insurance  policy' 
only  if  primary  beneficiaries  don't 
survive.  For  those  who  have  life  in- 
surance coverage  and  no  longer  need 
it  to  provide  for  family  members,  you 
may  make  the  policy  an  irrevocable 
gift.  You  obtain  an  income  ta.x  de- 
duction and  substantial  estate  tax 
savings. 


An  ordinary  life  insurance  policy 
with  The  Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc. 
as  the  owner  and  sole  beneficiary  is 
the  route  many  younger  persons  are 
choosing  to  make  a  sizeable  donation 
commitment  to  their  alma  mater. 

7.  The  Charitable  Remainder  L^ni- 
trust.  The  donor  transfers  money, 
securities,  or  both  to  The  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Fund,  Inc.  as  trustee.  The 
Fund  then  pays  the  donor,  or  a  sur- 
vivor, life-time  income  based  on  a 
fixed  percentage  of  the  net  fair  mar- 
ket value  of  the  trust  as  appraised 
annually. 

8.  The  Charitable  Remainder  An- 
nuity Trust.  Similar  to  the  unitrust, 
except  the  Fund,  as  trustee,  pays  the 
donor  a  fixed  dollar  annuity  for  life. 
The  trust  can  also  provide  income  for 
a  survivor. 

9.  Short  Term  Charitable  Income 
Trust.  In  this  plan  individuals  may 
establish  a  trust  in  which  the  income 
is  to  go  to  The  OU  Fund  for  a  fixed 
10-year  period  and  the  principal  is 
returned  to  themselves  or  someone 
else  designated.  Lender  this  arrange- 
ment the  income  is  not  taxable,  but 
the  donor  is  allowed  a  contribution 
deduction. 

10.  Revocable  Charitable  Remain- 
der Trust.  The  donor  transfers 
money,  securities,  or  other  property 
to  a  trust  which  is  revocable.  You 
can  take  out  or  add  to  the  trust  dur- 
ing your  lifetime.  There  are  no  in- 
come tax  benefits  in  this  plan,  but 
there  can  be  significant  estate  tax 
advantages. 

Contact  me  if  you  are  interested 
in  tailoring  any  of  these  options  to 
meet  your  own  financial  require- 
ments as  well  as  special  areas  of  per- 
sonal interest  at  Ohio  University.  The 
choice   is   yours.

Exhibit  Traces 

Theater  on  Campus 


The  play  was  Fashion,  the  year  was 
1887  and  the  occasion  was  the  birth 
of  theater  productions  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. 

From  the  JoUie  Jesters  to  the 
Thalian  Dramatic  Club  and  up 
through  what  is  known  today  as  sim- 
]5ly  the  Ohio  University  Theater, 
diama  on  campus  has  been  an  on- 
going activity  for  the  past  90  years. 
The  history  of  those  years  was  traced 
in  an  exhibit  on  display  in  Alden  Li- 
brary during  winter  quarter. 

The  exhibit  was  put  together  by 
.Susan  Selig,  a  graduate  student  in 
theater  who  completed  the  project  as 
part  of  her  work-study  job.  Included 
in  her  display  were  reproductions  of 
play  bills,  cast  pictures,  posters,  pro- 
grams, and  a  few  relics  of  past  per- 
formances. 

Ms.  .Selig  was  aided  in  her  his- 
torical research  by  a  local  theater 
buff,  W.  Darrell  Herron  '24.  An 
Athens  native,  Mr.  Herron  spent  his 
career  as  a  teacher  in  East  Coast 
public  schools  and  returned  to  his 
hometown  to  retire.  On  frequent 
trips  back  to  Athens  since  his  grad- 
uation, Mr.  Herron  had  accumulated 
quite  a  store  of  materials  on  the  OU 
theater. 

One  of  his  contributions  to  the  ex- 
hibit was  to  arrange  for  Mrs.  Victor 
VVhitehouse  to  loan  items  that  be- 
longed to  her  late  husband.  In  1933, 
VVhitehouse,  who  was  an  OU  Span- 
ish professor,  starred  in  the  only  pro- 
duction of  Hamlet  ever  staged  at 
Ohio  University.  On  exhibit  were  the 
cape  and  medallion  he  wore  in  the 
play  as  well  as  an  autographed  pro- 
gram and  some  photographs. 

Other  former  faculty  members  who 
can  be  seen  in  the  photographs  are 
William  Cooper,  a  director  of  the 
Theater  Department  who  played  Shy- 
lock  in  the  Merchant  of  Venice  in 
1920,  and  John  Rood,  a  prominent 
sculptor  who  was  a  guest  artist  at 
the  University  and  star  of  the  1942 
production  of  The  Man  Who  Came 
to   Dinner.   The  director  was  Robert

Dawes,  then  head  of  the  Theater 
Department. 

Among  the  more  memorable 
theater  events  shown  in  the  exhibit 
was  the  day-long  outdoor  centennial 
pageant  written  by  Dean  of  Women 
Irma  Voigt.  Portraying  the  early 
history  of  Ohio,  the  pageant  was 
held  in  1915  on  the  100th  anniver- 
sary of  the  graduation  of  the  first  two 
OU  alumni — Thomas  Ewing  and 
John  Hunter. 

The  University's  sesquicentennial 
celebration  in  1954  was  marked  by 
the  staging  of  The  Green  Adventure, 
a  play  written  for  the  occasion  by 
Charles  Allen  Smart,  a  novelist  and 
essayist  from  Ohio.  Smart,  who  was 
a  writer-in-residence  at  the  time,  was 
commissioned  by  then  president  John 
C.  Baker  to  write  a  play  portraying 
the  origins  of  the  University. 

Celebrities  have,  on  occasion, 
touched  the  OU  theater  scene.  Play- 


wright John  Erskine  came  here  in 
1941  for  the  premiere  performance  of 
his  Thought  for  the  Morrow.  And 
Broadway  star  Blanche  Yurka  came 
in  1954  to  star  in  /  Remember  Alama. 

In  more  recent  years,  Louise  Flet- 
cher spent  a  summer  with  the  Ohio 
Valley  Summer  Theater  and  then 
went  on  to  win  an  Oscar  in  1976  for 
her  role  in  One  Flew  Over  the 
Cuckoo's  Nest. 

Others  became  famous  after  they 
left  the  University.  Of  particular 
prominence  in  the  exhibit  was  Ruby 
Mercer,  a  1927  alumna  who  went  on 
to  become  a  star  of  the  Metropolitan 
Opera. 

The  late  '50s  also  saw  the  found- 
ing of  Monomoy  Theater  on  Cape 
Cod  by  Mrs.  John  C.  Baker  as  a 
workshop  theater  for  OU  drama  stu- 
dents. Christopher  Lane,  professor 
emeritus  of  theater,  is  its  director.

1906 

Alta  E.  Winzeler  Richardson  celebrated 
her  90th  birthday  in  December.  An  expert 
on  the  history  of  Maumee,  Ohio,  she  works 
as  a  tour  guide  at  the  Wolcott  House 
Museum   there. 


1917 

Dr.  W.  C.  O.  White  of  Stockport,  Ohio, 
was  a  delegate  to  the  World  Constituent 
Assembly  in  Innsbruck,  Austria,  last  June. 
The  Assembly  drafted  a  Constitution  for 
the  Federation  of  Earth  which  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  world  governments  for  ratifica- 
tion by  popular  referendum.

NFL  Charities 
Scholarships 

The  National  Football  League 
Charities  presented  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity sports  administration  program 
with  $10,000  for  scholarships  at  the 
annual  sports  management  symposium 
held  in  .\thens. 

The  grant  is  the  first  made  to  a 
university  and  will  underwrite  five 
$500  scholarships  for  the  next  four 
years. 

The  10-year-old  sports  administra- 
tion program  prepares  students  at  a 
graduate  level  for  administrative  re- 
sponsibilities in  intercollegiate  or  pro- 
fessional athletic  organizations  and  in 
management  of  sports  facilities. 

The  NFL  Charities  was  formed  in 
1973  to  permit  member  clubs  to  col- 
lectively make  charitable  grants  on  a 
national  level.  Grants  are  made  in  the 
areas  of  education,  recreation  and 
medical  research. 

In  Athens  to  present  the  scholarship 
grant  were  Lowell  Perry,  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  NFL  Chari- 
ties; Don  Weiss,  executive  director  of 
the  NFL,  and  Joe  Rhein,  secretary  of 
the  Charities  and  assistant  to  the 
president. 

OU's  sports  administration  pro- 
gram was  the  first  established  in  the 
field.  It  combines  internships  with 
course  work  in  sports  marketing,  man- 
agement, journalism,  promotion  and 
public  relations.  Only  25  students  are 
admitted  each  year  from  more  than 
300  applicants.

In  basketball.  Dale  Bandy's  Bob- 
cats finished  seventh  in  the  Mid- 
American Conference  with  a  12-14 
record.  Harry  Houska's  wrestlers  were 
fourth  in  the  MAC,  and  Fletcher 
Gilders'  swimmers  came  in  eighth  in 
the  conference.  Larry  Clinton's  indoor 
track  squad  finished  21st  in  the  na- 
tion.

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Three  National  Champions 


Andy  Daniels 

Three  times  a  Mid-American  Con- 
ference Champion,  senior  Andy  Dan- 
iels capped  his  OU  career  with  an 
NCAA  Championship  at  118  pounds. 

Daniels  had  little  trouble  during  the 
tournament  in  late  March,  winning 
six  matches  against  wrestlers  from 
Boise  State,  Colorado,  Penn  State, 
Shippensburg  State,  Syracuse  and 
California   State. 

In  the  finals,  he  recorded  the  quick- 
est fall  of  the  tournament,  pinning 
top-seeded  John  Azevedo  of  Califor- 
nia State.  Azevedo,  a  Division  II  na- 
tional champion,  was  32-0  going  into 
the  match. 

Daniels,  twice  named  "Outstanding 
Wrestler  in  the  Mid-American  Con- 
ference," had  said  early  in  the  season 
that  a  national  championship  was  the 
only  goal  he  had  left  to  reach  in  his 
college  career. 

For  the  season,  his  record  was  28-1, 
with  nine  pins,  and  his  career  total 
stands  at  98-12,  with  30  pins.  He 
ranks  fifth  on  the  all-time  OU  win 
list. 

Ohio  University's  last  national 
champion  was  Bobcat  coach  Harry 
Houska,  who  took  the  191 -pound  title 
in  1964. 

Daniel's  victory  marks  the  13th 
time  an  OU  wrestler  has  won  All- 
American  honors  and  the  10th  time 
Houska  has  coached  an  All-American. 


Albert  Ogunfeylmi 

When  Larry  Clinton  became  OU's 
track  coach  in  1975,  his  first  recruit 
was  Alfred  Ogunfeyimi,  a  native  of 
Abeokuta,  Nigeria. 

In  mid-March,  Clinton's  belief  in 
Ogunfeyimi's  potential  paid  off,  as 
the  Nigerian  became  the  first  national 
indoor  track  champion  in  OU's  his- 
tory by  winning  the  long-jump  compe- 
tition at  the  NCAA  Indoor  Track  and 
Field  Championships. 

Ogunfeyimi  won  with  a  25'  B'/j" 
jump — a  quarter  inch  better  than  his 
nearest  competitor — and  is  working  to 
become  a  consistent  26-foot  jumper 
(the  NCAA  record  is  26-11). 

A  finance  major,  Ogunfeyimi  has  a 
number  of  other  goals,  including  grad- 
uate school  and  competing  for  Nigeria 
in  the  1980  Olympics. 

This  summer,  he  plans  to  compete 
in  the  All-.^frican  Games  in  Algeria 
and  in  the  Commonwealth  Games  in 
Edmonton,  Canada. 

Coach  Clinton  believes  his  star  can 
become  a  two-time  national  champion 
by  gaining  a  victory  in  the  outdoor 
NCAA  championships  this  spring: 

"He's  on  the  verge  of  reaching  his 
potential,"  Clinton  said.  "He's  just 
beginning  to  develop  the  mental  ma- 
turity and  common  sense  approach  to 
training  necessary  to  be  a  champion 
and  to  stay  a  champion." 


L.  B.  Towns 

In  late  March,  OU  boxer  L.  B. 
Towns  won  the  middleweight  (165 
pounds)  class  in  the  National  Inter- 
collegiate Boxing  Championships  at 
Reno,  Nev. 

The  title  capped  a  great  six  months 
for  Towns  during  which  the  theater 
major  also  won  the  New  York  State 
Invitational  Collegiate  Boxing  Cham- 
pionship and  the  Northern  Regional 
Collegiate  Tournament. 

At  Reno,  Towns  scored  one  knock- 
out and  two  knockdowns  in  winning 
three  straight  bouts  for  the  middle- 
weight title. 

His  coach  is  Dr.  Maung  Gyi,  asso- 
ciate professor  of  interpersonal  com- 
munications. 

Gyi  attributes  some  of  the  Colum- 
bus junior's  success  to  the  fact  that 
Towns  has  trained  as  a  dancer,  stating 
that  the  art  of  boxing  is  in  the  feet, 
not  the  hands. 

Towns,  who  started  boxing  as  a 
freshman,  gives  credit  to  his  courses 
in  ballet  and  modern  dance  and  to 
the  concentration  his  work  in  theater 
demands.  But  he  is  also  quick  to  credit 
his  own  strong  religious  faith  and  Dr. 
Gyi's  confidence  in  him. 

In  Reno,  Towns  knocked  down 
Penn  State's  Eastern  regional  champ, 
knocked  out  South  Carolina's  South- 
em  regional  champ  and  floored  Cali- 
fornia's   Western    champ.
